His Majeſly GEORGE the SEconD's moſt gracious Speech, a 
| January 14, 1746. 
My Lords and Gentlemen, 


AT the opening of this ſeſſion of Parliament, I did not 
J think it proper to lay any thing before you for your con- 
fideration, but what immediately related to the preſent unnatu- 
ral rebellion, and our ſecurity at home. The daring attempts 
which the rebels have ſince made upon this part of my king- 
dom has been happily difappointed : and as their precipitate 
flight before a ſmall number of my troops mult greatly diſpirit 
their followers, ſo that inviolable duty and loyalty which have 
been fo univerſally and ſteadily ſhewn by my faithful ſubjects, 
and ſhall never be forgotten by me, muſt convince them how 
vain and ill-grounded their hopes were of any addition of 
ſtrength from ſuch an enterpriſe. I have not only fent a con- 
ſiderable body of our national forces into Scotland, and ordered 
the Heſſian troops in my pay to be landed there; but have 
alſo made ſuch a diſpoſition of the reſt of my forces, by land 
as well as by ſea, that I hope, by the bleſſing of God, this re- 
bellion will in a ſhort time be extinguiſhed ; and our enemies, 
who have ſo long menaced us with an invaſion, be deterred by 
the ſeaſonable preparations made for our defence. 

The election of the Emperor, which I very zealouſly pro- 
moted, was an event of great importance, not only to the fup- 
port of the houſe of Auſtria, but to the liberties of Europe in 
general. I did alſo, during the Courſe of the laſt year, exert 
my earneſt endeavours to bring about an accommodation be- 
tween the Empreſs, the King of Poland, and the King of 
Pruſſia ; and laid a proper foundation for it by the convention 
made between me and the King of Pruflia. This great work 
being at length perfected under my mediation, by the treaty

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lately concluded at Dreſden, the interior tranquillity of Ger-. 
many, amongſt the princes of the Empire, is now reſtored, 
My next care has been, and ſhall continue to be applied to 
improve this accommodation to the beſt advantage, by procuring 
an immediate ſuccour to be ſent to Italy ; and ſuch a ſtrength, 
for the defence and ſecurity of the United Provinces, as may 
preſerve that republic, the ancient and natural ally of this king- 
dom, and one main ſupport of the proteſtant cauſe, from the 
deftruction with which it is threatened, as well as to attain a 
tate and honourable peace. The States General have made the 
molt preiling inſtances to me to aſſiſt them in this difficult con- 
juncture. The imminent dangers to which they are at preſent 
expoſed, which do ſo nearly affect the ſafety of Great Britain, 
as well as the very being of Holland, call for our moſt ſerious 
attention; for the intereſts of the two nations are ſo united, 
that whatſoever brings ruin upon the one, muſt, in conſe- 
quence, be attended with the moſt fatal miſchiefs to the other. 
Theſe reaſons have induced me to aſſure the States that I will, 
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to the utmoſt of my power, according to the circumſtances of 

my own dominions, co-operate with them towards oppoling the | 

b further progreſs of our enemies in the Netherlands, and pro- | 
curing a proper ſecurity for the republic againſt the ambitious 

and deſtructive deſigns of France. In order to this neceſſary '

1 HAVE called you together as early as the late concluſion of 

the laſt ſeſſion of Parliament, and the ſituation of public 
affairs, would permit.

and to re-eſtabliſh and ſecure ont tranquillity at home, ſo far as 
depended upon me.

RE fignal ſucceſs in Italy. The acquiſitions made there by our 
enemies have been recovered from them; their forces, broken 
and almoſt ruined, have been obliged to evacuate that country; 
4 3 and an irruption is now actually making into France, whereby 
ue diſtreſſes of that kingdom muſt be greatly increaſed, and a 
W proportionable diverſion made in favour of the Low Countries. 
I have often aſſured you, that my ſole aim in carrying on this 


RX juſt and neceſſary war is a ſafe and honourable peace. In this. 
view I have ſhewed a ſincere diſpoſition towards a general paci- 
fcation. I have conſented to the holding of conferences at 
Breda, in order to try whether our enemies will, in the event, 
IE agree to ſuch terms and conditions as may be conſiſtent With 
the honour of my crown, the ſecurity and true intereſts of my 


E kingdoms, and my engagements to my allies, whom it is my 
jirm reſolutien not to abandon. 

1 But whilſt we are treating of peace, reaſon and good policy 
demand that we ſhould be prepared for war. I am therefore 
actually concerting with my allies the proper meaſures for vi- 
gorouſſy purſuing the war in another campaign, in caſe the ob- 
ſtinacy of our enemies ſhould render it neceſſary. My deſire is 
io adjuſt theſe meaſures as ſpeedily as poſſible, that our prepa- 
rations may be early; that the confederate army in the Nether- 
lands may be augmented in time; and the operations on the 
ſide of Italy carried on with effect.

caſe with his Majeſty the King of Great Britain and his mi. 
niſters. From the beginning of the diſputes which had ariſen 
between that kingdom and its American colonies, their High 
Mightineſſes, no wiſe obliged to interfere, had taken the fim 
and determined reſolution to adopt and ſtrictly to adhere to 
the moſt exact neutrality: and when the ſaid diſputes had 
kindled the flames of a war which hath embroiled more 


powers than one, and ſpread in ſeveral parts of the world 


their High Mightineſſes have conſtantly obſerved and main- 
tained the ſame line of condua, whilſt, in the mean time, 
they have taken care to give on many occaſions, and in ſome 
inſtances of a very eſſential nature, the moſt convincing pros 
of their ſincere inclination to conform io the withes of his 
Majeſty : ſo far as they could do it without going againſt th 
rules of impartiality, or bringing in queſtion their rightsd 
ſovereignty. 3 
It was with this view, and for this purpoſe, that their Hig 
Mightineſſes, from the beginning, and at the requiſition of hi 
Britannic Majeſty, cauſed moſt expreſs inhibitions to be pub- 
liſhed againſt the exportation of all warlike ſtores to the 
lonies of his Britannic Majeſty in America; and againſt l 
fraudulent trade with the ſaid colonies : and, in order that tht 
ſaid prohibitions ſhould be more effectually carried into ele. 


- -cution, their High Mightinefſes made no difficulty to tale 


ſuch farther ſteps as greatly circumſcribed their own natigt 
tion, and the trade of their ſubjects with the Dutch colonies 
in the Weſt Indies. | | «i 

It was to further the above purpoſes, that their High 


Mightineſſes ſent the moſt exact orders to all commanders 4 
governors of their colonies and ſettlements, as well as tot

doing, in regard to the American flag, any thing from which 
could be juſtly inferred or deduced an acknowledgment of the 
independency of the ſaid colonies: and it is alſo, eſpecially 
to the above intent, that their High Mightineſſes having re- 
ceived a memorial preſented to them by the Engliſh ambaſſa- 
dor, full of the heavieſt complaints againſt the governor of St. 
Fuſtatia, condeſcended to deliberate on the ſaid memorial; 
though couched in terms little conſonant with the regard which 
ſovercign powers owe to each other: the conſequence of the 
ſaid deliberation was the immediate recall of the ſaid governor, 
whom their High Mightineſſes called to an account for his 
conduct, and who was not permitted to return to his reſidence 
til! he had cleared himſelf of all the charges brought againſt 
him before a court of juſtice; a copy of whoſe proceedings 
was ſoon after tranſmitted to the miniſter of his Britannie 


Majeſty. 


By fuch meaſures as theſe their High Mightineſſes, who al- 


ways earneſtly withed to avoid giving the ſmalleſt cauſe of diſ- 
content to his Britannie Majeſty, have conſtantly endeavourad 
to promote and cultivate perfect harmony; but his Britannic 
Majeſty's conduct towards the Repmblic has been diametrically 
oppoſite, 


The differences between the Courts of London and Ver- 


ſailles had ſcarcely broken out, when they beheld the ports of 
England filled with Dutch veſlels, which were unjuſtly ſeized 
and detained : theſe veſſels navigated upen the faith of the 
treaties, and were not laden with any other merchandiſe than 
what the expreſs tenor of the treaties had declared free and 
legal, They beheld thoſe free cargoes forced to ſubmit to an 
arbitrary and deſpotic authority. The cabinet at St. James's, 
knowing no other rule than an aſſumed right of temporary 
convenience, thought proper to appropriate thoſe cargoes to 
the nſe of the crown by a forcible purchaſe, and to _— 
them in the ſervice of the King's navy. The moſt earne 

and ſerious repreſentations on the part of their High Mighti- 
nelſes againſt theſe proceedings were ineffectual, and it was 
in vain that they urged, in the ſtrongeſt manner poſſible, the 
treaty ſubſiſting between England and the Republic. By this 
treaty, the rights and liberties of the neutral flag are deciſively 
and clearly ſtated, The ſubjects of Great Britain had fully 
enjoyed the advantages of this treaty, in the firſt and only. caſe, 
wherein it pleaſed the Court of London to remain, neuter, 
whilſt the Republic was engaged in a war. Certainly then, in 
a reciprocal cafe, that court could not, without the greateſt 
injuſtice, refuſe the enjoyment of the ſame advantages to the 
Republic ; and as little right as his Britannie Majeſty had to 
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. withhold the advantageous. effects of this treaty from they 
Hightineſſes, he had as little foundation for attempting to make 
them quit the neutrality they had embraced, and to force they 
to plunge into a war, the cauſe of which related immediate 
to the rights and poſſeſſions of his Britannic Majeſty lying 
beyond the limits of defenſive treaties —And notwithſtanding 
this treaty, his Majeſty, from the commencement of the dif. 
ference with the crown of France, has made no ſcruple of 
infringing and violating it. The treſpaſſes and fractions made 
on this treaty, on the part of Great Britain, and the arbitrag 
deciſions of the courts of juſtice in that kingdom, dire 
contrary to the expreſs ſanction of the ſame treaty, multiplie 
daily. The merchant veſſels became the innocent victims d 
the exactions and accumulated violences of the Engliſh mend 
war and privateers. They did not however reſt there. The 
very flag of the States was not ſpared, but openly and out. 
rageouſly inſulted by a hoſtile attack upon the convoy, undet 
the care of 'the Rear-admiral -Compte de Byland. The 
ſtrongeſt repreſentations from the States to his Britannic Mz 
zeſty were diſregarded, the ſhips taken from the convoy were 
declared good prizes, and this inſult on the flag of the Republic 
was very ſocn followed by an open violation of their neutral 
territory, as well in Europe as America. They will content 
themſelves, however, with reciting two examples. 

At the iſland of St. Martin his Britannic Majeſty attacked, 
and carried away by force, ſeveral veſſels that lay at anche 
under the cannon of the fort, where, according to the invo- 
lable rights of mankind, the veſſels ought to have found 
fecure aſylum. The inſults committed by an armed Englil 
veſſel on the coaſt of the Republic, near Geedereede, furnil 
' a- ſecond example of theſe violations. Theſe inſults wer 
carried fo far, that many inhabitants of the iſland who duet 
on the ſhore, where they ought to have ſuppoſed themſcires 
ſecure from any diſturbance, were expoſed, by the violence 
of the fire from the ſhips, to ſuch imminent danger, that the 
were forced to retire to the interior part of the iſland. Ye, 
for theſe unheard-of proceedings, . the Republic, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſtrongeſt and beſt-founded repreſentations, has nd 
obtained the ſmalleſt ſatisfaction. © 

Affairs being thus ſituated, ſo that their High Mightineſſ 
had no other alternative left them, but to ſee the navigation 


and commerce of their ſubjects, on which the ruin or prol- 


perity of their Republic alone depends, totally annihilated, 
ele to adopt meaſures hoſtile to their old friend and ally; * 
this. period the Empreſs of Ruſſia, urged by a 2 mage 
nanimity of diſpoſition, thought proper to interfere, and * 
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3; much affection as humanity invited the Republic to take the 
juſtelt meaſures, and ſuch too as were entirely conſiſtent with 
the treaty ſubſiſting between the States and other powers, for 
the defending and maintaining, in conjunction with her Im- 
perial Majeſty, and the other northern powers, thoſe privi- 
leges and immunities which the rights of nations and the moſt 
ſolemn treaties allowed to neutral flags. | 

This invitation could not but be infinitely agreeable to their 
High Mightineſſes, ſince they conſidered it as a means of ſe- 
curing the undiſturbed commerce of their ſubjects upon the 
moſt ſolid baſis, and as holding out a method of protecting 
their independence againſt every infraction, at the ſame time 
that it propoſed nothing at all derogatory to the alliance con- 
trated between them and his Britannic Majeſty, or the other 
belligerent powers. But this was a meaſure of which the 
Court of London endeavoured to deprive the Republic, by 
proceeding with precipitation to the molt deſperate extremities, 
by recalling their ambaſſador, by the publication of a mani- 
feſto, containing a lift of fictitious grievances, and by granting 
letters of marque and pretended repriſal againſt the States, 
their ſubjeQs, and their property, by which violence, indeed, 
this Court did nothing more than clearly carry into proof and 
practice the deſigns which they have for a long time foſtered, 
of diſregarding the true and eſſential intereſts which connect 
the two nations, and of deſtroying the bonds of their ancient 
amity by an attack ſo replete with injuſtice. | 

It will not be at all neceſſary to enter into an elaborate re- 
futation of the reaſons and pretended griefs which were al- 
ledged in the manifeſto, to convince every impartial man of 
their entire want of ſolidity. It will be ſufficient to obſerve, 
in few words, with reſpect to the offer which was made by hi: 
Britannic Majeſty for opening an amicable conference, that 
the ſole object of theſe conferences could only be this, to take 
into conſideration the naval treaty ſpoken of above ; that the 
eonſtruction of this treaty, conceived as it is, in terms the 
molt clear and expreſs, could not be a ſubje& of any doubt 
or equivacation} that it gives the neutral powers a free right 
of conveying to the belligerent powers all Kinds of naval ſtores; 
that the Republic, neither propoſing any thing elſe to them. 
lelves, nor deſiring any thing more of his Britannic Majeſty 
than the quiet undiſturbed enjoyment of rights ipulate? in

It is not, therefore, through ſpirit of party, or the ſcheme 
of a predominant cabal, but, after a mature deliberation, and 
by a deſire of ſupporting the deareſt intereſts of the Republic, 
that all the provincial States reſpectively have, with one voice, 
teſtified they were of opinion, that the aſſiſtance required 
ſhould be politely refuſed ; and their High Mightinefſes would 
not have failed to communicate to his Britannic Majeſty, in 
conſequence of thoſe reſolutions, an anſwer to the repeated 
requeſts for aſſiſtance, had they not been prevented from fo 
doing, by the violent and unprecedented infult offered to the 
Dutch flag, under the command of Rear-admiral Byland ; 
by their being refuſed redreſs on ſo ſerious a matter, and by 
his Majeſty's declaration, no leſs ſtrange than unjuſt, in re- 
gard to the ſuſpenſion of the treaties which ſubſiſted between 
him and the Republic. Theſe were ſo many events, which, 
as they required deliberations of a different kind, put an end 
to thoſe which were held in conſequence of the atoreſaid re- 
quiſtions. It is in vain, and in oppoſition to all truth, that 
endeavours have been uſed to. multiply the number of griev- 
ances, by alledging the ſuppreſſion of duties on exports as a 
meaſure calculated to facilitate the carrying of naval ſtores 
over to France: for, beſides that the faid ſuppreſſion is an ob- 
ject which reſpects the interior regulation of commerce, to 
which all ſovereigns have an uncontroverted right, and for 
which they are accountable to no one, the matter has been put 
in deliberation, but never finally reſolved upon; ſo that thoſe

We have proceeded on the foundation of the reſolutions of 
the Parliament of Ireland; but in conſidering ſo extenſive an 
arrangement, we have found it neceſſary to introduce ſome 
modifications and exceptions, and we have added ſuch regula- 
tions and conditions as appeared to us indiſpenſably neceſſary 
for eſtabliſhing the propoſed agreement on juſt and equitable 
principles, and for ſecuring to both countries thoſe commercial 
advantages to an equal enjoyment of which they are in future

Your Majeſty's ſubjects in Ireland being ſecured in a full and 
laſting participation of the trade with the .
